Members  of  College  Faculty  Who  At¬ 
tended  the  Meeting  Say  Program  was 
Excellent. 

The  instructors  who  attended  the 
Stnto  Teachers  Association  Mooting  at 
St.  Louis,  in  goneral,  report  that,  to 
thoir  way  of  thinking,  tlio  meeting  was 
one  of  tlio  best  which  they  havo  ever 
been  privileged  to  attend. 

It  was  estimated  that  a  crowd  of 
between  five  and  six  thousand  were 
in  the'  city  to  attend  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Cooper  and  Mr.  Kinnaird  report  that 
one  of  the  most  interesting  parts  of 
the  state  program  to  them  was  the 
lectures  given  by  Dr.  Vilhjalmur  Sto- 
fansson, .  Arctic  oxplor'or,  who  is  now 
locturing  out  of  Now  York  City,  but 
who  was  formerly  on  the  faculty  of 
Harvard  University  and  last  summer 
held  a  chair  in  Cambridge  University, 
England. 

Mr.  Cooper  reports  that  tho  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  various  teachers’  col¬ 
leges  were  so  interested  in  the  lectures 
which  Mr.  Stefasson  gave,  especially 
concerning  tho  misconceptions  of  the 
Arctic  region,  that  they  were  unani¬ 
mous  in  their  expression  of  a  desire  to 
try  to  secure  him  to  give  lectures  at 
tho  various  district  teachers  associa¬ 
tion  meetings  in  tho  state  next  year. 

Since  those  district  teachers’  meet¬ 
ings  will  bo  hold  at  tho  same  time  next 
fall,  the  colleges  havo  though  that,  if 
they  can  secure  the  explorer  for  lec¬ 
tures,  they  will  bo  able  to  hoar  him  at 
all  the  association  meetings  by  trans¬ 
porting  him  by  aeroplano  from  one 
meeting  to  tho  other. 

Tho  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatcli  has  the 
follomrfg  to  say  concerning  ono  of 
Stefmson’a  addresses  :-

“There  is  no  region  on  earth  about 
which  there  is  a  greater  misconception 
in  tho  minds  of  tho  majority  of  the 
people  than  tho  Arctic,”  said  Stefans- 


Ho  blamed  modern  text  books  for  , 
'some  of  tho  popular  notions  such  as 
tho  belief  that  Eskimos  drink  oil  and 
lived  only  in  snow-houses.  Tho  oxplorcr 
said  he  had  never  heard  of  an  Eskimo 
drinking  oil  and  that  only  a  small  num¬ 
ber  of  thorn  lived  in  snow  houses. 

“The  idea  that  tho  North  Polo  is 
the  coldest  place  on  earth,”  the  oxplor- 
or  continued,  “is  uttorly  impossible, 
for  it  is  over  400  miles  from  land,  at  a 
point  wlioro  tho  ocean  is  11,000  feet

Former  Student 
Makes  Survey 
At  Kirksville 

Miss  Ethel  Kaufman  Makes  English 

Composition  Study  for  Research  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Sister  College. 

In  the  Collego  edition  of  tlio  English 
Journnl  for  October  appears  a  five-page 
article  by  a  graduate  of  S.  T.  C.  Tho 
article,  called  * '  Freshman  English  in 
Eighty-nino  Colleges,  was  writton  by 
Miss  Ethel  Kaufman,  who  received  her 
B.  S.  degroo  from  tho  Collego  in  tho 
summer  of  1925.  Miss  Kaufman  wont 
from  tho  University  to  the  staff  of  the 
Kirksvillo  Stato  Teachers  Collcgo. 

Following  arc  tlio  oponing  paragraphs 
of  tho  article: 

That  English  teaching  in  general  is 
still  in  a  process  of  ‘  growth  soems  to 
bo  the  main  conclusion  to  bo  derived 
from  a  nation-wido  questionnaire  sent 
to  teachers’  colleges  and  universities. 
A  hopeful  stato,  Robert  Browning,  with 
His  repudiation  of  stagnant  perfection, 
would  say.  Even:  tho  amateur  English 
teacher,  after  her  first  outburst  of  sur¬ 
prise,  might  bo  inclined  to  agree  witli 
him.  Perhaps  I  am  overemphasizing  tho 
difference  in  standards;  permit  me  to 
present  the  facts  as  I  found  thorn. 

This  inquiry  in  regard  to  tlio  teach¬ 
ing  of  collcgo  Freshman  English,  under¬ 
taken  as  a  projoct  for  tho  Research 
Council  of  tho  Northeast  Missouri  State 
Teachers  Collogo  at  Kirksvillo,  took  tho 
form  of  a  questionnaire  sent  to  117 
schools,  practically  all  tho  toachors’ 
colleges  and  stato  universities  in  tho 
United  States,  and  a  fow  of  tho  larger 
universities  that  aro  not  stato  support¬ 
ed.  Replies  came  from  89  schools,  of 
which  46  were  universities  and  .  43 
touchers’  colleges. 

I  am  giving  below  tlio  questions  ask¬ 
ed  and,  immediately  following,  tho  re¬ 
sults  of  each  inquiry,  listing  tho  teach¬ 
ers  |  colloges  and  universities  separately.

4.  How  many  hours  of  composition 
do  you  requiro  for  graduation? 

5.  Do  you  havo  any  regular  moans  of 
ascertaining  what  English  work  a  stud¬ 
ont  has  had  in  high  school,  wiiothor 
tho  emphasis  haB  been  on  composition 
or  on  litoraturo,  for  instanco.  If  so, 
what  aro  they? 

After  compiling  and  carefully  study¬ 
ing  tho  answers  received  from  those 
questions,  Miss  Kaufman  concludes  by 
saying: 

Tho  questions  aro  porhaps  insuf¬ 
ficiently  related  for  dofinito  conclus¬ 
ions  to  be  drawn  from  tho  whole  except 
for  that  ratlior  obvious  conclusion  men¬ 
tioned  at  tho  beginning,  that,  as  a 
whole,  English-composition  teaching 
has  not  yot  boon  dovolopod  to  a  dosirod 
standard.

Class  in  Astronomy 
Observes  Heavens 

Miss  Ilclwig  nnd  a  group  of  student 
astronomers  met  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  Administration  building,  ono  eve¬ 
ning  recently,  in  order  to  mako  ob¬ 
servations  of  tho  heavens. 

Tho  plnnot,  Jupiter,  was  visiblo  in 
tho  oastorn  sky.  So  tho  class  was 
anxious  to  bcc  it  through  tho  telescope. 
Tlirco  of  Jupiter’s  moons,  or  satellites, 
wore  visiblo,  but  tho  bands  on  Jupiter 
were  not  seen  because  of  hazy  atmos¬ 
pheric  conditions. 

Other  observations  woro  mado  of  tho 
Ploiadcs,  Aldobaran,  Vega,'  and  somo 
double  stars  in  the  constollation  of 
Iiyra. 

Tho  class  was  interested  in  a  con¬ 
stellation  which  appeared  above  tho 
horizon  for  tho  first  timo  this  quarter, 
during  tho  observation  hour.  This  con¬ 
stellation  is  Orion,  and  is  unique,  in 
that  it  contains  two  first  magnitude 
stars. 

Miss  Helwig  very,  generously  passed/ 
a  box  of  chocolates  around  to  tho  class. 
Judging  from  tho  murmurs  of  approval 
which  nrose,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the 
class  is  interested,  not  only  in  astron¬ 
omical,  but  gastronomical  pursuits  as 
woll.

departments  which  should  not  be  sub¬ 
jected  to  more  than  an  annual  change 
of  management. 

Tho  debates  are  under  tho  solo  con¬ 
trol  of  the  President.  Ho  chooses  the 
subjects  and  tho  opening  speakers  on 
each  side,  and  when  theso  liavo  spokon 
and  tho  debate  is  open  to  tho  house,  the 
members  who  wish  to  speak  have  to 
"catch  his  eye.” 

Tlioso  who  support  tho  resolution  sit 
on  tho  President’s  right,  tho  Proposer 
and  his  Seconder  being  on  tho  front 
benchj  and  those  who  aro  opposed  to 
tho  Resolution  sit  on  tho  President’s 
loft,  tho  Opposor  and  his  Seconder  be¬ 
ing  on  the  front  bench,  both  sidoB  fac¬ 
ing  each  othor,  leaving  a  gangway  bo- 
iweon,  Tho  entraneo  to  tho  liouso  is 
at  ono  end  of  tho  gangway,  while  the 
Secretary’s  tablo  is  at  tho  othor,  and 
it  is  from  this  tablo  that  tho  speeches 
are  delivered.  Behind  tho  secretary  on 
a  dias  sits  tho  president,  with  tho  vice- 
president  on  his  right  and  tho  treasurer 
n  his  left.  There  is  no  actual  timo  limit 
to  tho  length  of  speechos,  it  boing  us¬ 
ually  loft  to  tho  discretion  of  tho  pres¬ 


ident;  tho  usual  length,  howovor,  for 
tho  first  four  sponkers  is  from  twenty 
minutes  to  half-and-hour.  Tho  proposer 
has  a  right  to  reply  at  tho  conclusion  of 
tho  dobato,  but  lie  does  not  always 
cliooso  to  oxerciso  it. 

Members  vote  by  going  through  cither 
tho  "Ayes”  door  to  tho  right  of  tho 
gangway  or  through  tho  "Noes”  door 
to  tho  loft,  whilst  thoro  is  a  central 
for  tho  use  of  those  who  leave  tho 
houso  with  tho  intontion  of  returning, 
or  who  aro  not  minded  to  veto  at  all. 
A  toller  sits  on  each  sido  on  tho  front 
bonch  and  at  tho  ond  near  tho  doors  so 
ns  to  count  tho  votes  of  tho  membors 
ns  they  pass  through.  Voting  takes 
placo  at  any  timo  after  the  first  two 
speeches,  and  thus,  those  members  who 
do  not  wish  to  wait  until  tho  closo  of 
tho  dobato,  but  who  want  to  record 
their  voto  can  do  so. 

Debates  tako  placo  once  a  wook,  on 
Tuesday  nights  at  Cambridge  and 
Thursday  nights  at  Oxford,  and  thoro 
aro  thus  seven  or  eight  debates  a  term. 

It  is  a  great  nonor  to  be  presidontj 
and  is  consequently  a  much  sought  po¬ 
sition.  Ono  first  speaks  very  late  in  the 
debates,  when  the  house  is  fairly,  empty 
and  one  is  practically  unknown.  If  any 
ability  is  shown,  tho  president  will  call 
On  one  earlier,  and  ovcntually  thoro  will 
be  an  invitation  to  bo  ono  of  the  open¬ 
ing  speakers.  It  is  at  about  this  stage 
that  ono  stands  for  election  to  the 
Standing  Commitcc,  after  which,  if  for¬ 
tunate,  ono  is  eloeted  to  tho  offices  of 
secretary,  vice-president,  and  president. 

Incidentally,  it  is  the  president,  who 
upon  receipt  of  an  invitation  to  send  a 
Union  team  to  America,  selects  and  in¬ 
vites  tho  members  who  aro  to  accom¬ 
pany  him,  if  ho  is  fortunate  enough  to 
bo  able  to  go  himself. 

If  ono  lias  to  summarize  the  diffor- 
onco  between  the  systems  of  dobating 
at  American  and  English  Universities 
it  is  most  easy  to  do  so  by  saying  that, 
whereas  all  Amorican  debating  is  an 
imitation  of  tho  law  courts,  all  English 
dobating  is  a  parody  of  Parliament. 

How  docs  this  basic  difference  show 
itself  in  practice?  Tho  whole  emphasis 
of  an  American  debate  is  on  tho  con¬ 
test  between  two  teams.  "Who  has 
won?”  is  tho  natural  and  always  asked 
question.  In  England  there  aro  neither 
teams  nor  ,  victories  of  toams  nor  any 
judgment  on  tho  merits  of  tho  debate.

deep,  and  it  is  generally  known  that 
tho  coldest  temperatures  always  occur 
on  tho  land,  far  away  from  tho  ocean. 

"I  firmly  believo  that  foi*  tho  last 
500  years  tho  tomporaturo  over  tho 
North  Pole  has  nevor  .  gono  below  55 
degrees  bolow  zero — and  that  tompera- 
turo  has  often  been  recorded  as  far 
south  ns  the  Dakotas.  In  tho  summer 
time  tho  Arctic  regions  inr'o  a  vordant 
woodland,  and  thousands'of  varieties  of 
flowors,  grassos,  mosses,  lichens  and  in¬ 
sects  flourish  ob  far  ns  500  miles  north 
of  tho  Arctic  Circle.”  ).  ••■ 

Thoro  are  gulls,  ducks,  geese,  ptar-| 
migan,  loons,  owls,  dogs,  moths,  bumble¬ 
bees.  and  butterflies  abounding  in  tho 
Arctic  in  summer,  ho  added.  Explorers 
themselves  are  largely  to  blame  for  tho 
misconception  of  tho  Arctic,  Stofansson  | 
assorted,  because,  though  •  they  do  not 
try  to  decoivo  tho  public,*  they  do  not 
do  as  much  ns  they  should  to  dispel 
erroneous  notions. 

Predicting  a  future  for  Canada  in  tho 
Arctic  which  can  hardly  be  conceived 
at  present,  Stcfnnsson  r'eforrcd  to  tho 
possibilities  for  short  flying  routes 
across  the  Arctic  Ocean  to  reduce  the 
distance  between  tho  old  world  and  the 
new.  To  told  about  the  vegatation  in 
tho  Arctic,  including  daisies,  butter¬ 
cups,  primroses  and  graslics.  He  re¬ 
marked  about  seeing  a  group  of  Eski¬ 
mos  in  summer,  wiping  j'por'spiration 
from  their  brows  with  bandana  hand¬ 
kerchiefs  and  shooing  away  flics  and 
mosquitoes.

The  State  Survey  Commission,  which 
is  now  meeting  to  complete  its  work, 
will  mako  a‘  complete  report  to  Gover  ¬ 
nor  Caulfiell,  November  25.  The  pro¬ 
gram,  which  the  Commission  recom¬ 
mends,  will  include  a  total  expenditure  j 
of--  $38,000,000  for  tho  University  at ! 
Columbia,  the  five  Missouri  teachers  i 
colleges,  Lincoln  Univorsity,  and  tho 


school  for  tho  deaf. 

The  commission  suggested,  among 
other  things,  that  a  training  school,  and 
possibly  a  library  building,  should  bo 
built  at  tho  College. 

Appropriations  for  tho  other  touchers 
colleges  of  tho  stato  as  recommended 
by  tho  Commission  aro  ns  follows:  Capo 
Glrnrdcnu,  $1,013,000;  Kirksvillc,  $1,- 
719,000;  Springfield,  $1,227,000;  and 
Wnrrensburg,  $1,227,000.
